With that statement, he cut off 
questioning at this time about the 
Army McCarthy dispute. 
Tells His Achievements 
Mr Eisenhower opened thp news 
conference by saying that there is 
one word particularly prominent 
in the newspapers these days — 
Communists 
and the struggle 
against communism. 
Ile then recited a list of nine 
accomplishments of his adminis­ 
tration against Communists in the 
past 16 months. 
It included the conviction of 41 
Communist Party leaders, the in­ 
dictment of 20 others, and the ar­ 
rest of seven more 
He then said that the statem ent

Herbert 
browuell Jr , 
with his approval 
last week w a s his last word on 
anything relating to the McCarthy 
m atter unless something comes up 
thai would make him change his 
mind. 
And he said that he does not 
know now what that can he.

Ile said he has by no m eans 
reached a decision to ask Congress 
for authority to Intervene in the 
Indochina war.

WASHINGTON (U.F> — A small 
group of Senate Democrats sought 
today to boost appropriations next 
fiscal year for the Rural Electrifi­ 
cation Administration and accused

As the Senate resumed debate 
on the billion dollar agriculture 
appropriations bill, Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas (D-IU.) planned to push 
tor his am endment to hike the 
REA s lending authority to rural 
cooneratives to 135 million Hollers 
during the fiscal year beginning 
July I. 
The administration had recom­ 
mended only 55 million dollars in 
REA lending 
authority but the 
House and the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee boosted the figure 
lo loo million dollars. 
Douglas’ 
am endment would raise the loan 
authorization to the same level as 
last fiscal year. 
In 
offering 
his 
amendment, 
Douglas said the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration has cut REA appro­ 
priations 
by 
52 
million dollars 
since it took office. 
He said Con­ 
g r e s s should warn the administra­ 
tion that 
“it won’t tolerate the 
tacit sabotage of the REA pro­ 
g r a m ” 
The appropriations bill — the 
fourth regular appropriations bill 
to be considered by the Senate— 
provides $1,045,791,971 for Agri­ 
culture Department programs and 
loans to farmers during fiscal 1055’ 
but does not include funds for the 
price support program. 
Congress 
voted $550,151,848 for price sup­ 
ports in a separate bill last Feb- 
ruary.
